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ABSTRACT OF THE DAILY JOURNAL 

FIRST DAY. 

Eaton, Ohio, Wednesday^ Aug. 28, 1872. 

• The Cincinnati Annual Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church began its twenty-first session in St. Paul’s Church, 
Eaton, Ohio, this morning at nine o’clock, Bishop I. W. Wiley presiding. 

The Bishop opened the session by reading a part of the fifth and 
sixth chapter of second Corinthians, and announcing the 219th hymn, 
after the singing of which, E-ev. William Herr led in prayer the devo- 
tions of the Conference. A part of the 292d hymn was then sung, and 
the sacrament of the Lord’s-supper was administered to the ministers 
and laity present. 

Bishop Wiley then repeated, in concert with the Conference, the 
Lord’s Prayer, and made a brief and appropriate address. 

The Secretary of the last session called the roll, and ninety-nine mem- 
bers responded to their names. 

William H. Sutherland was re-elected Secretary, William B. Moler, 
George H. Dart, D. C. Vance, and R. E. Smith, Assistant Secretaries; 
Absalom M. Griffith, Statistical Secretary. 

H. M. Keck was recognized as reporter for the Times and Chronicle^ 
Thomas Lee, reporter for the Commercial^ J. F. Loyd, reporter for the 
Enquirer^ and Samuel Scott, for the Dayton Journal. Dr. Moody was 
appointed reporter pro tern, for the Gazette. 

On motion, it was ordered .that the Conference open with a prayer- 
nieeting, to commence at eight o’clock, and continue three-quarters of 
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an hour, and that the Conference adjourn at a quarter before twelve 
o’clock. 

The Rules of Order of last session were adopted. 

The Secretary offered a new Journal — a present from Wilson, Hinkle 
& Co., of Cincinnati — which the Conference accepted, returning their 
thanks to the donors by a rising vote. 

The holding of the anniversaries was referred to a special Committee 
on Public Worship. Dr. Briggs, Dr. Moody, J. W. Cassatt, William I. 
Fee, William Runyan, Dr. Weakley, H. C. Middleton, and J. T. Bail 
were appointed said Committee, and they were instructed to arrange for 
preaching and anniversaries.

Thursday Morning, Aug. 29, 1872. 

The Conference was opened with the usual exercises of a prayer 
and experience meeting, conducted by Rev. William N. Williams. 

At 8.45, Bishop Wiley took the chair, and the names of those absent 
yesterday were called. The Journal of yesterday was read and approved. 

Prayer was offered by the Conference for brother Nichols, of Laurel 
Circuit, who is dangerously sick. 

George H. Dart was excused as Recording Secretary, and D. J. Starr 
was elected to that office. 

W. Herr moved that the Bible collections be put in our Minutes. 
Carried. 

J. W. Peters was appointed to receive the money collected for the 
support of the Bishops. 

George H. Dart was appointed to prepare a list of the Conference 
Committees. 

Bishop Wiley announced that the Conference was authorized to draw 
on the Chartered Fund for $35. The draft was ordered. 

Bishop Wiley presented the certificate of transfer of James E. Gilbert 

The Third Question, “ Who remain on trialT^ was taken up. 

Wesley Rector, Lucien M. Davis, James E. Gilbert, Charles J. Wells, 
Lafayette Young, Daniel L. Hayward, and Charles H. Kalbfus, were con- 
tinued on trial. 

Bishop Merrill was introduced to the Conference. 

The Sixth Question, “ Who are the Deacons V' was taken up. 
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Oliver A. Brown, T. Be Witt Peak, Seron N. Marsh, William A. Rob- 
inson, and James E. Gilbert are deacons of the second class. 

William A. Robinson having been a traveling deacon for three years, 
was elected to elder’s orders. 

The Seventh Question was taken up, “ Who are elected and ordained

Harrison Wren withdrew from the traveling connection, and his 
parchments were returned to the Conference. 

Nathan Prince, J. Raper Hunter, and Seron N. Marsh were elected 
to elder’s orders. 

A. E. Higgins was continued in a supernumerary relation. 

L. F. Van Cleve presented the case and credentials of Rev. R. L. 
Vickers, late a missionary and elder in the Wesleyan Church of England, 
and he was received as a member of the Conference. 

Hr. Miller and Rev. N. Gillam, of the North Indiana Conference, 
Rev. E. J. Hammill, of the Missouri Conference, and Rev. R. Black, of 
the Holston Conference, were introduced. 

Bishop Merrill took the chair. 

A call was made for the payment of the annual membership fee of the 
members of the Preachers’ Relief Society. 

Bishop Wiley resumed the chair. 

T. S. Cowden was appointed to receive the moneys for Hillsboro Fe- 
male College and the Educational Fund. 

The case of Rev. J. A. Reeder was referred to the Conference Stewards. 

H. J. Starr was excused from serving as Recording Secretary. 

Conference adjourned, and Bishop Merrill pronounced the benediction. 



THIRD DAY. 

Friday Morning, Aug. 30, 1872. 

Conference was opened with the usual religious exercises, conducted 
by Rev. A. W. Tibbits. ^ 

Journal read and approved. 

A. M. Griffith was elected Recording and F. G. Mitchell Statistical 
Secretary. 

J. W. Keely was announced as transferred to the South-eastern In- 
diana Conference. 

The Bishop presented a paper in relation to the camp-meeting grounds 
at Urbana, which was referred to the following Committee: W. Q. Shan- 
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non, W. F. Thorne, T. Collett, W. I. Fee, J. Verity, M. P. Zink, and H. 
C. Middleton. 

A paper from the Book Agents, in relation to the support of Bishops, 
was presented and referred to the presiding elders. 

Rev. Bro. Lanthern, a fraternal delegate from the Miami Conference 
of the United Brethren in Christ, was presented by Bishop Wiley, and 
he addressed the Conference in an appropriate and impressive manner. 
M. P. Gaddis, the fraternal delegate to the Miami Conference of the 
United Brethren in Christ, made a report of his visit. 

C. H. Lawton, a fraternal delegate to a Conference of the African 
Methodist Episcopal Church, also made a report. 

The Fourth Question, “ WAo are received into full connection?" was 
taken up. 

David D. Cheney, W. M. Boyer, John Wilson, James S. Whitney, 
and Edmund Burdsall were admitted into full connection, and elected to 
deacon’s orders. 

Henry Miller was admitted into full connection, and, having been a 
traveling deacon for two years, was elected to elder’s orders. 

Elisha C. Smith was admitted into full connection, having been previ- 
ously ordained as elder. 

Alonzo Hixson was discontinued. 

A collection was taken in behalf of the East Tennessee University, 
amounting to $51.76. 

Dr. J. F. Wright and J. F. Marlay presented the following resolution: 

“ That we respectfully and earnestly request the presiding Bishop to 
reduce the number of districts to four, at our present session, and that 
the whole of the city of Cincinnati be included in one of them.” 

A. W. Tibbits moved, as a substitute, to include the two Cincinnati 
Districts in one, and to allow the remaining districts of the Conference 
to remain as they now are. 

The whole subject was finally laid on the table. 

The Stewards made their preliminary report. 

Rev. I. S. Diehl, formerly of the California Conference, and Dr. How- 
ard, of the Ohio Conference, were introduced. 

The Doxology was sung, and the benediction was pronounced by Rev. 
William Simmons. 
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FOURTH DAY. 

Saturday Morning, Aug. 31, 1872. 

Conference was opened, at eight o’clock, with a prayer and experi- 
ence meeting, conducted by C. Ferguson. 

Bishop Wiley took the chair. Journal read and approved. 

Rev. C. C. M’Cabe, Agent of the Church Extension Society, was intro- 
duced to the Conference. 

Dr. Reid, Corresponding Secretary of the Missionary Society, addressed 
the Conference in relation to the publication of the Detailed Missionary 
Report in the Conference Minutes, after which it was voted that the De- 
tailed Report be not published. 

By vote, the various Conference societies were required to pay for the 
cost of publishing their reports in the Minutes. 

The Nineteenth Question, “JTauc any Local Preachers been ordainedT' 
was taken up. 

Edward Cox and D. A. M’Colm were elected local deacons. 

Abram C. Deuel, James A. Castle, William Mahon, and James M’Math 
were elected local elders. 

The Ninth Question, “ Who are the Superannuated or Worn-out Preach- 
ersT^ was taken up. 

The characters of John C. Maddy, John W. Stone, Benjamin Glass- 
cock, W. N. Maxey, D. Callahan, Elijah H. Field, P. A. Ogden, Joshua 
Boucher, T. A. G. Phillips, William Routledge, S. Brown, and A. U. 
Beall were passed, and their relation was continued. 

D. Kemper, A. Murphy, R. Brandriff, N. Callender, and James Arm- 
strong addressed the Conference, and their characters were passed and 
their relation continued. 

The characters of J. M’D. Mathews and William E. Hines were passed, 
and they were made effective. 

The relation of John Barton was continued. 

William I. Ellsworth’s character was passed, and his relation changed 
to supernumerary, with appointment. 

The Committee of Examination in the ca^e of James E. Gilbert 
reported favorably. 

Dr. J. M. Reid, Secretary of the Missionary Society, addressed the 
Conference in relation to the great missionary work of our Church. 

On motion, the members of the Conference were requested to prepare 
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a general statement of the dates of their lives, ministry, and appointments, 
to facilitate the preparation of memoirs in case of death. 

The Conference Stewards presented their revised report. 

Dr. E. Wentworth, editor of the Ladies' Repository^ Rev. E. F. Hasty, 
of the North Indiana Conference, and Dr. Merrick, President of the Ohio 
Wesleyan University, were introduced. 

Conference adjourned, with the benediction by Dr. Merrick. 



FIFTH DAY. 

Monday Morning, Sept. 2, 1872. 

Conference was opened with the usual exercises of a prayer and 
experience meeting, conducted by Rev. M. P. Gaddis. 

At a quarter to nine o’clock. Bishop Wiley took the chair. Journal 
read and approved. 

The Eighth Question, “ Who are the Supernumerary Preachers?" was 
taken up. 

David D. Cheney was granted a supernumerary relation, without 
appointment. 

The characters of E. F. Hill, J. F. Conrey, and S. L. Yourtee were 
passed, and they were made effective.

James Armstrong was granted leave of absence. 

A. Lowrey, Presiding Elder of Xenia District, represented his work, 
and his character passed. • 

William H. Sutherland, on account of severe family affliction, was 
granted leave of absence for the remainder of the session, and D. J. Starr 
was appointed in his place as Secretary. 

J. Wilson, W. T. M’Mullen, and J. P. Shultz were also excused. 

The hymn commencing “Rock of Ages, cleft for me,” was sung, and 
Dr. J. F. Wright led the Conference in prayer in behalf of our afflicted 
sister Sutherland. 

Conference adjourned, with the benediction by Dr. F. S. Hoyt. 
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AFTERNOON SESSION.

Pursuant to adjournment Conference met athalf-past two o’clock, and 
was opened with religious services by Rev. G. T. Weaver, who read the 
forty-sixth Psalm, announced the 228th hymn, and led the devotions of 
the Conference in prayer. 

Rev. William Young, by appointment of Bishop Wiley, occupied the 
chair. 

The Minutes of the morning session were read and approved. 

W. A. Robinson read the report of the Committee on Temperance. 

The first resolution was discussed, amended, and adopted. 

The second, third, fourth, and fifth resolutions were each read and 
adopted. 

The report, as a whole, was adopted. 

The report on Camp-meetings was then read by Dr. Briggs. Dr. Wal- 
den moved the adoption of the report, and that the committee for which 
it provides be appointed. Carried. 

Dr. Wright, J. F. Loyd, Dr. Briggs, and A. Meharry were appointed 
to nominate members of the committee. 

Dr. Walden moved that the papers submitted be referred to the com- 
mittee to be appointed. Carried. 

Dr. Bugbee presented and read the report of the Committee on Edu- 
cation, which was adopted item by item. 

Leave of absence was granted to J. S. Whitney. 

The report of the Committee on the Tract Cause was adopted. 

On motion, the Conference adjourned, with the benediction by Rev. 
A. B. Wambaugh. 



SIXTH DAY. 

Tuesday Morning, Sept. 3, 1872. 

Conference was opened with a prayer-meeting, conducted by Rev. J. 
F. Forbus. 

At a quarter before nine o’clock, Bishop Wiley took the chair, and the 
Minutes of the second session of yesterday were read and approved. 

The Tenth Question was taken up, and Dr. Lowrey having yesterday 
represented the Xenia District, the names of the preachers of his district 
were called, and the characters of the following brethren were passed:

Xenia, Lebanon, Middletown, Oxford, Springfield, and Wilmington 
were put in nomination, and respectively represented ; after which the 
vote was taken, and Springfield was agreed upon, and the choice was made 
unanimous. • 

Dr. Wright announced the report nominating members of the Camp- 
meeting Committee, and they were elected. 

A resolution was adopted that the estimates of the preachers be made 
for thirteen months instead of twelve, in view of the postponement of 
the time of the next Conference. 

W. Herr, W. I. Fee, and S. F. Conrey were appointed to nominate 
seven members as the Committee on Appeals. 

The Committee on the Legal Relations of the Xenia College to the 
Cincinnati Conference presented their report. The report was adopted, 
and A. B. Wambaugh, A. Lowrey, and M. Dustin were appointed the 
Committee for which it provides. J. C. Bontecou was appointed a frater- 
nal delegate to the Miami Conference of the United Brethren Church. 

A resolution asking the appointment of Rev. A. B. Wambaugh as 
Agent of the Preachers’ Relief Society, was adopted. 

The report of the Freedmen’s Aid Society, after some appropriate 
remarks by Bishop Wiley, was adopted.

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The report of the Committee on Parsonages was adopted, and its pub- 
lication in the Western Christian Advocate was requested. 

The report of the Treasurer of collections received for the support of 
the Bishops was presented. 

The report of the Treasurer of the Sunday-school Union was adopted. 

The report of the Committee on the Observance of the Sabbath was 
adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Finance was adopted. 

The report of the Committee on the Bible Cause was adopted. 

S. Weeks presented the final report of the Stewards, and distribution 
of the amounts was made to claimants. (See Stewards’ Report.) 

M. Dustin nominated A. Meharry, J. F. Chalfant, L. F. Van Cleve, 
S. D. Clayton, John T. Wilson, James Kendall, T. S. Cowden, and 
C. Ferguson as trustees of the Hillsboro Female College. They were 
elected. 

M. Dustin read the report of the Committee on Periodicals. Dr. F. 
S. Hoyt, editor of the Western Christian Advocate^ addressed the Con- 
ference, after which the report was adopted. 

A resolution explaining the action of the Conference, in laying on the 
table the resolution on district enlargement, was adopted. 

On motion, Conference adjourned, with the benediction by W. I. 
Ellsworth. 



AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Tuesday Afternoon, Sept. 3, 1872. 

At three o’clock, the afternoon session was opened with religious 
services, conducted by Rev. A. Murphy. 

The Minutes of the morning session were read and approved. 

The Conference recommended the appointment of Thomas Lee to 
the Cincinnati Union Bethel. 

The Committee on the Trial of Appeals was appointed. 

The report of the Committee on the Proposition of the Trustees of 
the Urbana Camp-ground was adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Sunday-schools was adopted. 

The ofl5cers of the Sunday-school Union were elected. 

A resolution from the Committee respecting the collection of the 
accounts of the Book Concern was adopted. 

C. T. Frame was granted a location at his own request. 

On the call for recommendations for the traveling connection, the 
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presiding elders were requested to present the recommendations of only 
such as they have places for. 

J. F. Chalfant presented the recommendation of Joseph C. Acomb, 
and he was admitted. 

L. F. Van Cleve presented the recommendations of John W. Suther- 
land and John N. Irvin, and they were received. 

J. W. Weakley presented the recommendation of John T. Short, and 
he was received. 

S. Bennett presented the recommendation of William N. Brodbeck, 
who was received. 

S. D. Clayton presented the recommendation of William Mahan for 
readmission, and with it his certificate of location from the Iowa Con- 
ference.

L. F. Van Cleve presented the report of the Committee on Missions, 
approved by the presiding Bishop. 

W. Herr presented the report of the Trustees of the Cincinnati Con- 
ference, including the report of A. Meharry, Treasurer. The report was 
adopted. 

On motion of M. A. Richards, the trustees of Grace Church, Piqua, 
were allowed to sell their former Church property, and apply the 
proceeds to their new property. The privilege was granted the 
trustees of Batavia Circuit to sell Brick Chapel and Clermont Chapel, 
the proceeds to be applied to their new churches. Also to the trus- 
tees of Moscow Circuit, to sell some land, and apply the proceeds to Cal- 
vary Church. 

The trustees of Decatur Circuit were also authorized to sell their prop- 
erty at Clayton, and apply the proceeds to Church purposes. 

C. H. Lawton presented the correspondence of Rev. Robert A. John- 
son, fraternal delegate from the Ohio Conference of the African Meth- 
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odist Episcopal Church. It was read to the Conference, and a resolution 
relating to the matter was adopted. 

The report of the Conference Tract Society was adopted. 

Bishop Wiley presented a certificate of the ordinations of last Sabbath. 

The report of the Church Extension Society was adopted. 

The Church Extension Board of last year was reappointed. 

Dr. Wright presented his report as Conference Evangelist, showing a 
good year’s work, and urging the Church on to the attainment of 
holiness. 

A resolution respecting the funds to pay for the publication of so- 
ciety reports was adopted. 

B,esolutions of respect to Bishop Wiley, and of gratitude for the 
entertainment of the Conference, and for the courtesies extended by the 
sister Churches of Eaton, were adopted by a rising vote. 

A resolution of thanks to the railroads for favors in transportation was 
adopted. 

Bishop Wiley announced the Committees of Examination for next year. 

On motion, Conference adjourned to meet at seven o’clock this evening. 

After singing the Doxology, the benediction was pronounced by L. F. 
Van Cleve.

CHURCH EXTENSION. 



REPORT ON CHURCH EXTENSION. 

Your Committee is impressed with the fact that this Society does not 
receive the attention from ministers and people which its great utility 
deserves. It is classed among the infant societies, and the great heart 
of the Church, as yet, has not been brought to feel its vast importance. 
Yet, through the faithfulness’ and liberality of a small minority, it has 
done much iu establishing our beloved Church in remote parts of our 
land. In the past six years it has aided, by loan or grant, in the erection 
or purchase of six hundred temples of worship, scattered over thirty-six 
states of our Union. 

This institution is established upon a wise financial basis ; her ofiicers 
and agents are men of tact, ability, and piety. Her object is to aid 
worthy necessitous cases. In some instances a donation is made ; in 
other instances a loan is granted, with or without interest, according to 
the nature of the case. The money loaned, in due time is collected, and 
applied elsewhere in building sanctuaries for the Lord. And so on, 
these means may be applied until the Church of Christ is established in 
all the world. 

If we consider a few facts, we will see the vast importance of speedy 
action upon the part of the Church in this noble cause. The revolution 
in the South has opened the way for this enterprise. The struggling 
Churches in all her borders are calling for help. The great railroad of 
our country has opened up our continent even to the Pacific Coast, and in 
all parts of the West the country is being peopled with the difierent 
tribes of earth. These people will have some kind of religion, and 
whatever form is first offered the masses will accept. Other Churches 
and fraternities, many of which are antagonistic to evangelical religion, 
are at work, and are anxious to take the field. The Papal Church is taking 
advantage of the occasion, and sending her missionaries and erecting her 
churches. Infidel doctrines of every phase are taught, and the unbe- 
liever would claim the land as his. And even heathen temples have been 
erected upon American soil. Now is the time to work. “Let us go up 
and possess the land, for we are fully able.” 

The practical question with this Conference is. What can we do to aid 
in this noble enterprise? We answer. Let us furnish the means. Let 
every pastor bring this subject before his congregation, and plead for it 
till the people are awake to its interests. The common excuse offered, 
“ We have so many collections,” is no reason for neglecting this. No man 
gives too much to the Lord. Our people need to be taught benevolence; 
and many have yet to learn that giving is a means of grace, and that 
every institution which has for its object the advancement of the Re- 
deemer’s kingdom has a claim upon our liberality. When the whole 
Church reaches this point, it will come to pass that the mountain of the 
Lord’s house shall be established in the tops of the mountains, and shall 
be exalted above the hills, and all nations shall flow into it.

SUNDAY-SCHOOL CAUSE. 



REPORT ON THE SUNDAY-SCHOOL CAUSE. 

The increasing interest manifested by ministers and people in the 
Sunday-school work indicates that it is regarded by the Church as a 
most efficient means of bringing souls to Christ. It is gratifying, also, 
to know that the large number of beautiful Churches which have recently 
been erected among us have all been constructed with special reference 
to the services of the Sunday-school, and the time is not far distant when 
the minister who neglects the Sunday-school will not be an acceptable 
pastor. 

Your Committee would recommend the adoption of a uniform lesson 
system in the Sunday-school, and we know of none so good as the Berean 
Series, edited by Dr. Vincent; but they would earnestly protest against 
the use of lesson papers in the school to tbe exclusion of the Bible. Let 
not these modern facilities supplant the time-honored custom of mem- 
orizing portions of God’s Word and learning the Catechism. 

Your Committee are of the opinion that great good has been done by 
County Sunday-school Unions of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and 
that the work would be better performed if Methodists would organize a 
Union of their own in each county. It is hoped that the preachers will 
do all they can to secure such an organization in each county. 

It is to be regretted that no Conference Sunday-school Convention was 
held during the past year. This failure was due to the fact that the 
Conference neglected to elect officers of the Sunday-school Union at its 
last session, and also that the General Conference was in session at the 
time when the convention should have been held. Your Committee 
reconamend that a convention be held this Fall, at such time and place as 
the officers of the Sunday-school Union of this Conference shall name. 

Above all, let us remember that, with all our facilities and organiza- 
tions, our success in winning souls to Christ depends upon the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit, on ministers and officers, and teachers and children, and 
with this we may hope to see many souls converted during the coming 
year.

REPORT ON TRACT CAUSE. 



It is the sense of your Committee that there is a great lack of atten- 
tion to this cause on the part both of ministry and laity. The General 
Conference has thought it of sufficient importance to place it on the list 
for Conference collection, and yet we find that very few of the charges 
report any collection at all. Out of one hundred and seventeen charges, 
only forty took collections last year for this enterprise, the collections 
amounting in all to only two hundred and twenty-three dollars and 
twenty-seven cents; and where they have been taken, they are very 
meager ; but if all the charges would give, even in this small proportion, 
we should have nearly three times the amount of money now contributed 
to expend in the distribution of religious tracts that would silently but 
surely bring many hearts to Jesus. Out of one hundred and seventeen 
charges, thirty-six have taken collections this year. We learn from the 
report of the Corresponding Secretary that “ it is proposed, during the 
current year, to revise our list of trq,cts, to republish many of them in a 
new form, to destroy plates which can no longer be useful, and to add a 
large number of fresh, vigorous, and practical tracts to our catalogue. 
Several plans have been already inaugurated by which the efficiency of 
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the Tract Department will be ji^reatly increased.” Therefore, we recom- 
mend the adoption of the following resolution : 

Resoloed, That we request the pastors to take a collection for this cause 
early in the Conference year and use a portion of it in home distribution.

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REPORT ON PREEDMEN’S AID. 

The Freemen’s Aid Society. has been successfully engaged in elevat- 
ing the character and condition of the colored people of the South. It 
devotes especial attention to the preparation of teachers and preachers; 
and, by the employment of these, aims at the general education and sal- 
vation of this people. The Society has accomplished all that could have 
been expected with the limited means hitherto at its command. As yet 
but a small part of this great field has been cultivated. Large sections 
of country, teeming with thousands and tens of thousands of ignorant 
and degraded people, are to-day without a single school. Multitudes, 
* thus perishing in ignorance, appeal, in the most heart-rending. manner, 
to us for help. As patriots, as philanthropists, as Christians, can we, 
dare we, be indifferent to the claims and cries of a race struggling in our 
own beloved land for intelligence and pure religion? The fate of this 
long oppressed people, and the future destiny of our nation, depend very 
largely upon our efforts in their behalf. The American Church has not 
discharged its whole duty to these children of Africa. While we ex- 
pend millions of dollars upon foreign fields, let us not forget that the 
work at home, at this crisis, demands attention, and that our loyalty to 
Jesus and humanity call upon us to meet this demand like men. No 
appeal to Methodism is more imperative than this; and no field promises 
richer harvests than the one occupied by the Freedmen’s Aid Society. 

Impelled by the importance of this work, the last General Conference 
fully recognized this Society, and elected a member of this Conference 
its Corresponding Secretary, and made it the duty of our preachers to 
present the claims of the Society, or to have them presented, and take 
up a collection annually in its behalf in each society. In view of this 
action, and of the fact that the Church has been called upon to raise one 
hundred thousand dollars for this Society, and that the Cincinnati Con- 
ference is called upon to raise three thousand dollars of this sum, your 
Committee submit the following resolution : 

Rtsolvedy That we will earnestly labor to secure an average contribu- 
tion of ten cents per member, from our respective charges, for this cause.

PREACHERS’ RELIEF SOCIETY. 

SECRKTART’S ANNVAIi REPORT. 

Dear Brethren, Members of the Preachers’ Relief Society of the Cincinnati Conference : 

Another brief year has sped by — a year especially to impress ws with 
the thought of our mortality — and to show us the value of the Bible and 
of our holy Christianity ; for, by these, life and immortality are brought to 
light. Since our last anniversary, death has borne from us some of our 
dear yoke-fellows in the Gospel, — Revs. L. P. Miller, John Shinn, Isaac 
Neff, and John Seys, D. D. The last named crossed the Atlantic some 
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sixteen times, principally in the interests of the Church, as a missionary 
to Africa. We sorrow on account of our loss, but not as they who are 
without hope, for these our brethren died gloriously with the victor’s 
shout upon their lips; and we, to-night, can almost hear them, as we stand 
upon the shore, echoing back from the farther side of the stream, “Be 
faithful unto death, and you, too, shall have a crown of life.” We de- 
voutly implore the protection and daily benediction of the Grod of the 
widow and of the fatherless to abide with the stricken widows and 
families of the departed, and to help us to emulate their fidelity, and to 
be ready when we shall be called, that it may be from labor to reward, 
from toil to rest. • 

Preachers’ Relief Societies found their necessity in the fact that the 
support of the Gospel ministry is generally meager and insufficient, and 
that by loss of health and by the infirmities of age many are liable to be 
overtaken by the dagrk clouds of poverty, and finally to die, leaving help- 
less widows and children in the same condition of distress. 

These societies are a standing reproof and charge against the Church 
for neglecting one of her plainest Bible-imposed duties, and through 
them an appeal is made, in hopeful confidence that a Christian public 
will assist in providing against the pressure of so great a wrong. 

Our Society dates its origin at the Xenia Conference, in 1837. Among 
its founders were the venerable men of old-time Ohio Methodism, James 
B. Finley, James Quinn, Greenberry R. Jones, David Young, John C. 
Brooke, Wm. H. Raper, Charles Elliott, R. 0. Spencer, L. L. Hamline, 
Wm. B. Christy, Geo. W. Walker, and nearly all who then were mem- 
bers of the Ohio Conference. 

Most of those revered men rest in heaven, and have been awarded a 
crown of life. Within the last few years our Society has been made 
more capable of efficiency by assuming a chartered existence and powers 
under the laws of the State. 

“The object of the Society is to accumulate a fund, the proceeds of 
which shall be to secure a comfortable support for the needy beneficiary 
members, and for the widows and children of deceased members.” 

This Society being incorporated, it has all the elements of perpetuity 
and stability which commend it to the confidence of a generous public, 
from which it solicits contributions to its funds. 

It also offers peculiar inducements to those who need a regular and 
satisfactory income from their money or property for a given period, and 
yet, at the same time, would dedicate the remainder to the aid of one of 
the most worthy and noble objects. We call especial attention to this 
feature of our Constitution : “This Society will take and hold as trustee 
any sum not less than fifty dollars, upon which it will pay a reasonable 
annuity to the donor, or his order, during his life, or during any speci- 
fied time, the principal or residue to become the absolute property of the 
Society at the expiration of an agreed term.” 

“The Society has been doing a good work in an unobtrusive way; but 
it were well and seemly that it should come forth before the whole peo- 
ple with its appeals, founded, as they are, upon justice, in behalf of the 
aged and worn-out ministers, self-sacrificing men, God’s heroes, who did 
not even count their lives dear unto them, so that they might with joy 
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To many, the wide difierence in the character of our parsonages is a 
matter of serious regret, but is beyond the control of this body. Proba- 
bly no one is to blame because the valuation of the parsonages built this 
year ranges from $1,000 to $28,000. The charge building the cheaper 
house did the best it could ; the other has not exceeded its means, or 
the style of its church. 

We respectfully call attention to the report of last year on the subject 
of furniture. There is great need of a thorough change in the policy of 
our charges on this subject; and we earnekly recommend that all our 
parsonages, especially those in the parts of the Conference where moving 
must be done by wagons,’ be supplied with all perishable articles of 
furniture. 

We recommend the following resolutions: 

1. That each circuit and station destitute of a parsonage should im- 
mediately inaugurate measures to secure one. 

2. That we recommend the supplying of all our parsonages with suit- 
able furniture. 

3. That trustees of parsonages be, and hereby are, respectfully requested 
to put the property in erood condition before their pastor moves into it, 
thereby saving the labor and inconvenience of moving from room to room, 
while with his own hands, and too often at his own expense, he labors to 
make the house a comfortable home for his family. 

4. That if indebtedness has been incurred by improvement made under 

the direction of the trustees, and the money is due the pastor, he having 
advanced the same, we urge the brethren, and e.'specially the parsonage 

trustees, to pay the amount immediately, and save him from financial 

embarrassment. 

5. That the presiding elders be requested to call the attention of des- 
titute charges to the foregoing resolutions, and to lay them before their 
quarterly conferences at the earliest practicable period.

REPORT ON FINANCE. 

1. We know of no more sacred obligation resting upon Christians 
than the duty of supporting the Gospel of .the grace of God. 

2. We think there need not, and ought not, to be a single deficiency 
in the Cincinnati Conference; and if the preachers cultivate and en- 
lighten the conscience of the Church on this subject, and the people 
prayerfully consider their duty^ there will not be. 

3. While we are of opinion that no plan can be adopted by the Con- 
ference that will apply equally to all parts of the work, and that we must 
rely chiefly upon the good sense and enterprise of the stewards of each 
charge, yet we heartily recommend the “envelope plan,” which works ad- 
mirably in many charges. 

4. The Committee would suggest that in every charge all the expenses 
for the support of the Gospel for the year be aggregated, and then, as 
early as possible, a subscription be taken in the public congregation (or 
privately) to meet the entire amount needed; said subscription to be paid 
in weekly, monthly, or quarterly installments; and, also, that a report be 
made, before the congregation or society, of the several amounts sub- 
scribed, and of the amounts paid by each individual during the quarter. 

5. We also recommend the readoption of the “Financial Plan” so 
long in use in this Conference, as follows ; 

(1.) It shall be the duty of the last quarterly conference of each year 
to fix the time and place of holding the financial meeting for the next en- 
suing year, to which the Estimating Committee shall present their esti- 
mate for the pastor’s support. The meeting shall be composed of the 
preacher or preachers of the charge, the stewards, leaders, and Estimat- 
ing Committee. The meeting shall then apportion the amount to the 
several societies within the circuit. The stewards and leaders of each 
society in the circuit shall be a committee to apportion- the claim upon 
that society to the individual members. If the charge be a station, the 
financial meeting shall directly assess the estimates upon the members 
according to their ability, severally. Or, if any society prefer, the stew- 
ards and leaders shall see that voluntary subscriptions are made by all 
the members. 

(2.) When the estimates are provided for by apportionment, the stew- 
ards shall ask each member to accept such apportionment, or a modifica- 
tion of it, if necessary, to be paid in four equal quarterly installments, 
before or at each quarterly conference. Such accepted sum shall be en- 
tered upon a suitable book, and collected promptly by the stewards and 
class-leaders. We earnestly urge these collectors to such diligence, and 
the members to such promptness, as not to carry embarrassing deficien- 
cies from one quarter to another. As sons of Wesley, we should do this, 
as every thing else, “at the time.” 

(3.) The Estimating Committee shall consult the preachers as to the 
amount necessary for their support; and the presiding elder shall inquire, 
at the first quarterly, conference, before putting the estimate of the com- 
mittee on its passage, if such consultation has been had. 

(4.) In the judgment of the Conference, the obligation to pay the 
preacher’s salary in full is as binding upon the congregation and its indi- 
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vidual members as the payment of promissory notes in banks, and should 
be met promptly. 

(5.) We earnestly recommend to ministers and members to hike up the 
Conference collections as early in the year as possible, distributing them 
at proper intervals, so that they will not be crowded together ‘or embar- 
rass the close of the year. 

(6.) The presiding elders shall present this plan to the first quarterly 
conference in each charge, and shall cause it to be read to the congrega- 
tions of the first quarterly-meetings. And on circuits the pastors shall 
cause it to be read, as soon thereafter as possible, in each of their congre- 



gations.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 

We believe the temperance reformation is steadily advancing to a 
triumph, which will secure all that is demanded by its advocates. It 
has made such progress within the last forty years that the sentiment of 
the Church and the general community will now sustain a strict adminis- 
tration of both ecclesiastical and civil law. It is high time not only to 
pronounce the manufacture, sale, and use of alcoholic intoxicants as 
crimes, but to treat thbm as such. To procure the enactment of pro- 
hibitory laws, and to enforce them when enacted, are among the first 
and most imperative duties of Christian citizenship. 

But without consuming space with general statements, we respectfully 
submit the following resolutions, as expressing some of our convictions 
on this grave and urgent subject: 

1. Resolved^ That we deprecate the pernicious practice, on the part 
of physicians, of prescribing intoxicating liquors as medicines, except in 
cases of extreme necessity, fully believing that the result is injurious 
to the health and perilous to the habits of theiij^atieiits. 

2. Resolved^ That we exhort all chewers and smokers to put away the 
filth and shame of using tobacco, that their example may no longer 
neutralize or greatly impair their usefulness in the drink reform. 

3. Resolved^ That every owner of real estate who rents or leases his 
property knowingly in the interests of the liquor-traffic, and every per- 
son who furnishes grain to the distiller for the manufacture of liquor, is 
guilty before God, and is particeps criminis with the vender and maker. 

4. Resolved^ That we are grateful to Almighty God for the continu- 
ance of the “ Adair Liquor Law ” upon the statute-books of Ohio, not- 
withstanding the recent attempt to displace it, and that we will do all in 
our power to secure its enforcement. 

5. Resolved^ That the recent articles published by Rev. J. F. Loyd, 
on the important question, “ Do the Scriptures .allow the Use of Fer- 
mented Wines as a Beverage?” are such a clear presentation of the sub- 
ject that we recommend their publication in temperance tract form.

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REPORT ON THE OBSERVANCE OP THE SABBATH. 

Your Committee on the Observance of the Sabbath respectfully 
submit for your adoption the following preamble and resolutions: 

Whereas, Experience has stamped the Sabbath with incomputable 
value as a civil institution, and installed it forever as a fit subject for the 
recognition and safeguard of law ; and whereas, where there is no Sab- ” 
bath, there will be no living Christianity, and then the civil Sabbath 
will inevitably fall into disuse and contempt, and police espionage and 
the confessional usurp the place of conscience-power and Christian mor- 
ality; and whereas, \\ie world will not reverence the Sabbath till the 
Church evinces an enlightened veneration for its sanctity and a genuine 
delight in its services, nor “keep the Sabbath, from polluting it,” until 
the Church with unbroken front shows them how to keep it ; therefore, 

1. Resolved, That the Church must have clean hands and a stainless 
record on this subject. For Christas sake, her members must cease to 
encourage Sabbath-breaking at their camp-meetings, by opening the 
gates to whistling trains and rolling carriages, and by allowing soda, 
cigars, candy, fruit, and daguerrean stands within law-protected limits; 
at their homes, by inviting the rattle of Sunday milk and ice wagons, the 
shrill cry of the Sunday newsboy, or the down-lighting at their doors of 
the Sunday newspaper; by Sunday visiting or riding, by railroad, street- 
car, or otherwise, except in cases of necessity or ^ercy ; by door-step visit- 
ing on Sabbath evenings, instead of going to God’s house of prayer; by 
strolling about parks or fields; by suffering their children to run the 
streets or range the woods, instead of taking them to the sanctuary, as 
they vowed to do when they consecrated them to God in baptism, — in a 
word, by indulging in any thing out of keeping with the spirit and 
design of the day which God has made a sign of covenant between him 
and his people forever. 

2. Resolved, That we will hereafter fully and faithfully bring the Sab- 
bath, with its uses, abuses, and desecrations, before ‘the minds of our 
congregations, and will finite with them and all other good citizens in 
every just effort. to enforce the law of the civil Sabbath, while we grate- 
fully sanctify and hallow the holy day in our own hearts and homes. 

3. Resolved, That we hereby respectfully yet earnestly entreat all 
camp-meeting associations within our bounds to use their utmost dili- 
gence,—!. To prevent the running of railroad-trains, steamboats,' and 
other public conveyances on the Sabbath, for the purpose of carrying 
persons to or from camp-meetings; 2. To prevent the sale on Sabbath 
of any and all articles, save meals at the regular boarding-tents; 3. To 
cause the gates, in every case where camp-grounds are inclosed, to be 
shut throughout the entire Sabbath.

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REPORT ON THE BIBLE CAUSE. 

The American Bible Society is recognized, not only by the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, but by Protestant Churches generally, as one of the 
efficient agencies established under the providence of God for the moral 
and spiritual enlightenment and salvation of the world. The continued 
growing success of the Society in the publication and distribution of 
the Word of God can not fail to awaken gratitude in every pious heart 
to the God of the Bible. A few facts will show what was accomplished 
during the fifty-sixth year of the Society’s operations : 

“The receipts for the year were $689,923.47; including $361,274.64 
for publications, $39,510.84 from rents, $140,21^49 from legacies, $137,- 
474.31 from donations, and $11,451.19 from sundry items.” 

“Volumes issued, 1,100,871, including 921,389 from the Bible-house 
in thirty-nine languages, and 179,482 abroad; the latter representing 
about sixty different languages and dialects. • 

'‘^Entire number of volumes issued during fifty-six years, twenty-eight 
millions, seven hundred and eighty thousand, nine hundred and sixty-nine. 

“The gratuitous work for the year amounted in value to $242,727.02. 
Of this sum, $67,420.12 were cash expenditures on foreign fields, besides 
more than 23,500 volumes sent from this country. 

“ Number of auxiliaries reported as engaged In supplying their 
fields, 550. 

“The distribution of the Scriptures in the United States during the 
year, apart from ordinary sales by auxiliary societies, so far as reported, 
is shown by the following figures ;

“To the distribution effected directly by the Society and its auxiliaries 
must be added the thousands of volumes circulated through other benevo- 
lent institutions to which grants of books have been made.” ' 

Our own Church has shared, to a large extent, in the benefactions of 
the Society, both in monej? and books, for the home and the foreign mis- 
sionary field. i 

It is proper to speak of the labors and success of Rev. W. Herr, the ^ 

agent appointed to the Bible work by this Conference during the past 
year, and this can not be done any better than in the following extracts 
from his recent annual report : \ 

“ This district of Southern Ohio remains in territorial limits as last ' 

year, embracing forty-three counties, with an increase of three new aux- 
iliaries, making, in all, eighty-three auxiliaries, an increase of sixty- 
eight branches; total, 516; and an increase of 518 local unpaid agents; 
in all, 2,518, all under the supervision of five regular county agents, and 
six employed part of the year. The new ‘ auxiliaries organized are i 

Blue Ball Female, Covington Female, and Brown Township Female; | 
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Female Bible Society; and, with God’s blessing, it is hoped these socie- 
ties shall prove to be ‘daughters as corner-stones, polished after the 
similitude of a palace.’

“ The contributions of Sunday-school branch societies were between one 
and two thousand dollars. It is due to add, that, had the treasurers of 
two societies in the district been prompt in forwarding their funds before 
the Bible year closed, the total receipts would have amounted to upward 
of forty-four thousand dollars, showing an increase over last year of 
more than four thousand dollars. As it is, there is an advance on last 
year; and when we remember the abounding sympathy and liberality of 
the people in behalf of the sufferers by fire in Chicago and the North- 
west, it becomes a matter of devout thanksgiving to Almighty God, that 
the friends of the Bible have manifested such persistent fidelity and 
beneficence to tlie cause. 

“ During the year more than ordinary attention has been given in%some 
parts of the work to the supply of hotels, infirmaries, common schools, 
and other public institutions, with the Bible. Recently the attention of 
auxiliary societies has been called to the work of supplying passenger 
and other railroad cars with the Word of God; and I am happy to say 
that the measure is regarded with favor.” 
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“This work will be prosecuted until every leading railroad in the field 
shall be supplied with the Bible. 



“The receipts from Ohio were $60,742.03. Books sent to the State, 

92,578 volumes. 

“ Ohio stands second in contributions to the American Bible Society''

REPORT ON Education. 

The Committee on Education respectfully submit the following re- 
port on the educational interests of the Cincinnati Conference: 

Ohio Wesleyan Uni verst ly. 

Your Committee were present during the examination of classes in the 
University at the close of the College Year, and desire to report that they 
found the institution in a healthy condition, and doing well the work ^ 





which the Church expects of it. The standard of scholarship has been 
raised so as to prevent indolent and unscholarly students from entering 
the higher classes and graduating. The examinations evinced the fact 
that the Faculty have been successful in securing thoroughness in the 
branches studied. It is also a gratifying fact that a deep religious interest 
pervades the institution. 

At the last Commencement, forty-seven young men were graduated, and 
a large number of these will enter the Christian ministry. This Confer- 
ence annually receives accessions from those who come from the halls of 
this University; therefore we can not but feel a deep conviction that our 
Church, in this region, owes it a hearty support in the form of financial 
aid at this critical period in its history. 

The Legislature of Ohio has granted the request of the patronizing 
conferences, and enacted a bill proposed by the Alumni, empowering 
them to elect trustees and visitors from their own body ; and, in accord- 
ance with this provision, five trustees and two visitors were elected in 
June. This provision has secured a deeper interest in the prosperity of 
the institution among the Alumni. 

The trustees have adopted a plan for the sale of scholarships, to secure 
to the University a larger endowment; and your Committee would recom- 
mend that this Conference give its approval to this plan, and heartily co- 
operate with the trustees in securing by this method the funds so much 
needed at this time. 

The Committee recommend for your adoption the following resolutions: 

Resolved^ 1. That Rev. R. S. Rust, D. D., be elected trustee to fill the 
vacancy caused by the expiration of the term of Bishop Thomas A. 
Morris. 

2. That the presiding Bishop be requested to appoint Rev. L. D. 
M’Cabe, D. D., Professor of Philosophy in the University. 

3. That Revs. James Stephenson and J. Kendall be appointed Visiting 
and Examining Committee to the University for the ensuing year.

CINCINNATI WESLEYAN COLLEGE. 



Cincinnati Wesleyan College. 

This institution has just closed the thirtieth year of its history. Each 
year since its reopening, in 1868, has served to perfect the organizations 
of both the Academic and Collegiate Courses. 

The three parallel Courses — two Classical and one Scientific — though 
somewhat differently constructed, contain about the same amount of 
science, literature, philosophy, and language, as compose the regular 
courses of our best colleges for young men; and young women complet- 
ing either of these Courses receive the degrees’ of A. B. or B. S. at 
graduation. 

During the Academic Year of 1871-72, sixteen instructors have been 
employed. There are seven departments, namely: Preparatory, Aca- 
demic, Collegiate, Modern Languages, Music, Art, and Sunday-school 
Normal Department. About forty recitations are heard daily. The 
facilities in these seven departments are superior, both in the teachers 
employed and the modes of instruction used. 

The Sunday-school Normal Department should be of special interest to 
the Church. The course of study comprises one year, and may be pur- 
sued by any diligent, earnest young lady while she is accomplishing her 
regular course of study. Already between thirty and forty pupils have 
been graduated from this department, and have become most efficient 
Sunday-school teachers in the Sunday-schools of the city and at their 
homes. The eourse of study is laid down in the Annual Catalogue. 

The religious interests of the students are looked after with great care. 
Bible-classes, comprising all the pupils, are heard Sabbath mornings by 
the several teachers. On Tuesday evening a religious lecture is given, 
either by the President, a professor, or by some of the clergymen of the 
city. On Saturday evening a students’ prayer-meeting is held. There 
have been a number of conversions each year. There is also a Missionary 
Society formed, auxiliary to the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. 

The number of students each year has been two hundred and thirty. 
This number should be swelled to three hundred, and more direct efforts 
should be made to fill this and our other ladies’ institutions with the 
daughters of Methodism. 

The character of the new edifice is now generally known to the 
Church. No other school-building in the Church is better, and it is 
thoroughly furnished and fitted for the work to be done. The property 
is valued at $225,000. The trustees are among our best men, and ear- 
nestly devoted to the educational interests of the whole Church. The 
location is on Wesley Avenue, between Court and Clark Streets, and is 
among the finest and most desirable squares of the city. The college is 
ample for purposes of recreation, and is kept in most excellent condition. 

The Board of Visitors take great pleasure in reporting the institution 
to be in excellent condition. The Board of Instruction is distinguished 
for ability, culture, experience, and success in training the young. Dr. 
Bugbee, the President, is an educator of rare ability, and the late exam- 
ination reflects the highest credit upon his administration and the 
qualifications of the teachers. 

Rare advantages are here afforded in Music, Modern Languages, and 
Art, and we commend the institution most earnestly to all our people 





desiring to place their daughters where they may enjoy the best facili- 
ties for a solid and ornamental education. 

We recommend the adoption of the following resolutions: 

Resolved^ 1. That.the presiding Bishop be requested to reappoint Rev. 
Lucius H. Bugbee, D. D , as President of the College. 

2. That Revs. R. R. Meredith, J. W. Peters, C. W. Ketcham, 0. A. 
Brown, Granville Moody, and G. C. Crum be appointed as a Board of 
Visitors for the ensuing year. 



Hillsboro Female College. 

We find this institution to be in a healthy and encouraging condition. 
Its patronage during the past year has been considerably increased, and 
the prospects for the future are brighter than ever before. Its building 
is substantial and commodious; its grounds large and inviting, offering a 
quiet and healthful retreat for study to young ladies from both the city 
and country. Its social, literary, and religious character is of the highest 
order. The trustees have elected Rev. J. M’Dowell Mathews, D. D., 
President of the institution, to fill the vacancy occasioned by the resig- 
nation of Rev. David Copeland, A. M. 

The following resolutions are proposed by the Committee for adoption : 

Resolved^ 1. That the presiding elder of the Hillsboro District, and 
the preacher in charge of the Hillsboro Station, and the stationed 
preachers at Wilmington and Greenfield be appointed a Visiting and 
Examining Committee for the ensuing year.

3. That we welcome the return of Rev. J. M’D. Mathews, D. D., to 
the Presidency of the College, and pledge him and the institution our 
continued confidence and support.

Xenia Collegre. 

This institution, which is open to both ladies and gentlemen, has had 
a prosperous year. The buildings are ample and well arranged for 
school purposes, the grounds large and well shaded with beautilul lorest- 
trees, and the location one of the most accessible and healthful in the 
State. 

Experienced teachers are employed in all the departments. The ad- 
vantages enjoyed by the pupils of this school, for the acquisition of a 
thorough musical education, are unsurpassed, that department being in 
charge of the Miami Academy of Music, located at ]^enia, and one of the 
most prosperous and successful institutions of the kind in the land. 
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Professor Smith, who has conducted the Xenia College for a number 
of years past, is one of the ablest and most indefatigable educators in 
our denomination. Parents who put their daughters under his care and 
tuition may rest assured that body, mind, and heart will be well provided 
for. The boarding-house is as thoroughly home-like in all its appoint- 
ments as the President and his accomplished wife can make it. No 
boarding-school provides better fare, or offers better facilities for out- 
door exercise and recreation. 

Special attention has been given in this institution to the training of 
young ladies and gentlemen for teaching. The Normal Department is 
under the immediate supervision of Professor Smith, whose thorough 
practical knowledge of all the details of the profession fits him admirably 
for such work. A special Normal Class has been taught in the college 
buildings during the Summer vacation, and a large number of teachers 
availed themselves of its advantages. 

We warmly commend the Xenia College to the confidence and patron- 
age of the public. 

We recommend that the presiding elder of the Xenia District, and the 
pastors of Xenia, be the Visiting and Examining Committee for the next 
year. 

Resolved^ That the recent efforts of the Alumnae and other friends of 
Xenia College to pay the existing debt of the institution is deserving of 
the highest commendation. 



Garrett Biblical Iiistitnte. 

This theological school, located at Evanston, 111., has been greatly 
blessed of God during the past year. In October last its chief means of 
support were cut off in the destruction of the Garrett Block in Chicago. 
Notwithstanding the almost certain prospect of little or no compensation, 
the Professors went bravely forward in the discharge of their duties, 
looking confidently to the Methodist Christian public for their support. 

Only to a slight extent have they realized this. 

One hundred and eighty pupils have been in attendance the last year. 

Nine young men were graduated, and are entering the ministry in the \ 

different Conferences. In view of the emergency of this institution, and ! 

of its location in the West, we submit for your adoption the following r 

resolutions : * 

1. That we appreciate thj necessity of liberality on the part of the ' 

Church, that the salaries of the professors of this Institute be met, that < 

the entire work of the Institute may go forward without interruption. ^ 

2. That the nearness of this Institute to our Conference, and the ability 5 

of the professors, as also its other facilities, make our patronage of it ^ 

highly appropriate, and that we recommend our young men preparing for^ 

the ministry to avail themselves of its privileges. • 

3. That Revs. R. M. Hatfield, D. D., and J. F. Wright, D. D., be ap- 
pointed visitors for this Conference. 

The following resolutions are offered for your adoption : 

1. That we earnestly commend all our literary institutions to the :i 

patronage of the Methodist public. 









2. That we emphatically protest against our members sending their 
daughters to Romish convents, where their education will be inferior, and 
where they are certain to be won to the Church of Rome, or poisoned 
against the Protestant Church.

CONFERENCE CAMP-GROUND. 



REPORT OP CAMP-MEETING COMMITTEE. 

Your Committee appointed at Dayton, in 1871, to select, purchase^ 
and prepare a Conference Camp-gronod for the Cincinnati Conference, 
respectfully submit the following report: 

We found it much more difficult to discover a ground combining the* 
requisites of shade, water, healthfulness, and railroad facilities than we 
had anticipated^ While many men imagined that they had the ground 
we desired, and every fifth minister had heard of a very desirable spot, we 
found, on inspection, that the imagination was less ballasted by judg- 
ment, and the information was less reliable than we could have desired. 
We believe we have personally visited every ground respectably com- 
mended to us, within the bounds of the Conference, at much cost of time 
and labor. The result of our efforts has been the selection of a ground 
located on the Little Miami Railroad, and conveniently near to the Ma- 
rietta Road, at a point on the Little IVliami River, between Branch Hill 
and Loveland. The grove is owned by two men, both of whom con- 
tracted to sell on very reasonable terms. Mr. Aaron Apgar, who owns 
the larger part, agrees to sell at one hundred and fifty dollars per acre, 
one-third down, and the remaining two-thirds in two equal annual pay- 
ments, at six per cent. Mr. John F. Johnston contracts to sell at one 
hundred and seventy -five dollars per acre, one-fourth in hand, and the 
remainder in three equal annual payments, at six per cent. 

The grove is located on an elevation perhaps eighty or a hundred feet 
above the river, with facilities for a broad and easy grade. The shade is 
high, and the situation beautiful, sightly, and salubrious in an unusual 
degree. The timber is young, vigorous, strongly rooted, and of many 
kinds. The river, fronting the grounds, and extending above toward 
Loveland, a distance,' probably, of a mile and a quarter, is broad and 
deep enough for boating, and shaded on both sides. The two railroads, 
with depots on opposite sides of Cincinnati, cross each other-at Love- 
land, and open up extensive and populous territories within convenient 
distances from the ground, thus affording very rare and valuable facili- ' 
ties of transit both to worshipers and to Summer residents. The soil and 
natural drainage are such as .to forestall the necessity for artificial means. 
The grove is both ample and convenient for two encampments, one for 
the American, and one for the German brethren ; so located as not to 
molest each other in their worship or their domestic arrangements. 

It cost us no little time, labor, patience, fertility in expedients, and 
resolute perseverance, to procure suitable contracts with the two railroad 
corporations. The substance of the contract with the Marietta Road 
was early agreed upon. That with the Little Miami was very recently 
consummated. In procuring this contract, we have been specially in- 
debted to the generous co-operation of Hon. Geo. H. Stuart, of Phila- 
delphia ; Mr. George Wolff, of Brooklyn, N. Y.; Chas. H. VVolff, Esq., 
Hon. Stanley Matthews, and Judge M. B. Hagans-, of Cincinnati; and 
General T. T. Heath, of Loveland. 

The terms of the contracts, respectively, are as follows : The first, 
with the Marietta Road, is perpetual, and binds the Company to convey 
material for public improvements free; passengers for halt-fare, giving 
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out of that half-fare oue-half cent per mile, counting one way, to the 
Committee; all personal baggage free; gives commutation rates to all 
persons who wish to spend the whole or any part of the year on the 
ground ; and run no Sunday trains (under heavy penalty) without the 
written request of the Committee having charge of the grounds. The 
contract with the Miami Road runs for ten years, and binds the Com- 
pany to carry material for public improvements free for three years; 
to convey passengers at sixty per cent of the local- fares, giving ten per 
cent of that to the Committee; to convey personal baggage free; to give 
commuters’ rates to Summer residents ; and to run no Sunday trains 
without the written request of the Committee having charge. 

These terms appear reasonable and satisfactory to your Committee, 
with the single exception of the ten-years’ limit in the second contract. 
This limit is not unusual in such cases, but we had hoped to overcome 
the law of usage and secure a perpetual obligation. The objection, 
whatever may be its intrinsic importance, is largely neutralized by the 
perpetual contract with another road, by the power which the Methodist 
denomination possesses in the state of Ohio, and by the complete con- 
trol which the Committee will always have over the gates and grounds. 

As the year lapsed without the actual effectuation of a purchase, your 
Committee deemed it suitable to the proprieties of the case, as well as to 
their own desire, to submit the results of their labors to the Conference, 
and solicit its united judgment and farther instruction. 

The Committee, through a very able sub-committee, has devised a plan 
for a joint-stock association, the principal features of which are the fol- 
lowing: It is proposed to issue stock to the amount of fifty thousand 
dollars, to be paid up as needed, and never to draw more than ten per 
cent, and that on the paid-up stock only. All revenue in excess is to 
go to such charity as the .Conference may designate. The stock is to be 
assessed on the membership pro rata^ when each charge, as such, can 
take its share, or permit individual members to take it, or remit it to the 
Committee, who will then dispose of it elsewhere. 

What now remains to be done is to complete the work which your 
Committee has carried to its present stage of forwardness. To effect 
this — if the Conference desires to effect it with expedition — we respect- 
fully suggest the appointment of a nominating committee of three, whose 
duty it shall be very carefully to select nine ministers and eight laymen, 
who, with the sanction of the Conference, shall constitute a committee to 
have the entire matter in charge, with adequate power to purchase and 
prepare the ground, and make all necessary arrangements for a camp- 
meeting next Summer, with the hearty sanction and co-operation of the 
Conference. Your Committee feels assured that great success and use- 
fulness will attend the enterprise.

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REV. JOHN SETS, D. D. 
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MEMOIRS. 

REV. JOHN SEYS, R. R. 

Rev. John Sets, D. D., was born March 30, 1799, in the island of 
Santa Croix, West Indies, of a family that had been for many years res- 
ident of the islands, and that occupied many positions of honor and trust 
under the Danish and Dutch Governments. Subsequent to his marriage, 
and in the same year (1821), he became a member of the Wesleyan 
Methodist Church, in the island of St. Eustatius, a Church which at that 
time was deemed by the dominant race as only belonging to and doing 
mission work among the negroes; but, finding nothing like vital religion 
in the Established Church, he did not hesitate to cast his lot among 
these despised followers of the precious Savior, whom he had learned 
to love. 

At this time, with the exception of the English missionary, he was the 
only white man belonging to the Methodist Church in the island, and 
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that, too, in a community from which his uncle, Governor Runnels, had 
banished the Rev. Dr. Coke for preaching Methodist doctrines to the 
negroes. We mention this fact simply to show how deep were the con- 
victions and how genuine was the conversion of this young man. Soon, 
notwithstanding all the opposition of friends and the obstacles in his 
way, he became the superintendent of the Sabbath-school, class-leader, 
licensed exhorter, and, in 1825, local preacher; and, in 1829, he was 
ordained and called upon to take the place of an English missionary who 
had died in the island of Tortola, being the first white West Indian who 
became a preacher in the Methodist Church. 

Circumstances, in this year, directed his attention to this country; and, 
with full testimonials and credentials from the chairman of the district, 
the governor of the island, and many other gentlemen, he came to the 
United States in 1829. Soon after his arrival, he joined the Oneida 
Conference, and was appointed to Ogdensburg Station, New York. From 
there he went to Canton Circuit, in 1832. In 1833, he was appointed 
missionary among the Oneida Indians. In 1834, the Methodist, Baptist, 
Presbyterian, jind Moravian missionaries in Liberia, West Africa, had all 
died from the African fever, or had been compelled to fiy for their lives. 
Dr. Seys was selected, at this critical time, by the Bishops of his Church, 
to try once more to plant the banner of Christ in that inhospitable cli- 
mate ; and, if he failed, the mission was to he given up. He sailed for his 
post of duty as superintendent of the Methodist Episcopal Church mis- 
sions in West Africa, in the Summer of 1834, locating at Monrovia, 
Liberia, one of the deadliest points on the coast, and which had been 
abandoned by all the white missionaries who had not fallen. The white 
man could not live there. 

In 1835, he returned for his family, they having been left in this coun- 
try, and in the same year returned to Monrovia, taking with him his wife 
and three children. 

Having fully established the mission, planting Churches and schools at 
all points within his reach, he, with h's devoted wife, both shattered in 
health, returned to this country in 1841, leaving four of their children 
buried in Africa. After his arrival in the United States, for one year he 
traveled extensively, visiting the Churches and taking up large collec- 
tions in aid of the mission. Compelled by the ill-health of his family, 
in 1842, he abandoned his mission work, and was appointed to Wilkes- 
barre Station,- Pennsylvania. In 1843, he was requested by Bishop 
Waugh to return to Liberia in his old capacity, the white men of his 
Church having again all died or been compelled to leave in order to save 
their lives. 

In 1845, he again returned to this country, and resigned his connection 
with the mission, and, joining the New York Conference, was connected 
with Various charges until 1850, when, still having the interest of the 
colored race at heart, at the earnest request of the Maryland State Colo- 
nization Society, he became their traveling agent, locating at Baltimore, 
where he remained six years. 

In 1856, he came to Springfield, Ohio, having been appointed agent 
for the Colonization Society in the States of Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois. 
In the same year (1856), he was requested again to go to Africa, to select 
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and locate a settlement back from the coast, and away from the malarious 
influences of the tidal rivers. 

This work he accomplished, after much dangerous toil and privation, 
founding Careysburg, erecting there, as the first building, a chapel, and 
calling, efoery day^ every one of the inhabitants, colonists and natives, to 
prayer. From this time until 1870, he was almost uninterruptedly con- 
nected with the country and work in which he had spent so many years 
of h 8 remarkably active life in one capacity or another. 

As United States Agent for recaptured Africans taken from the slave- 
ships, he has had on his hands at one time, demanding of him food, 
shelter, clothing, and protection, four thousand of these unfortunates, 
and he acted at the same time in the capacity of United States Consul — 
the white man .occupying this position having died. 

In 1866, having returned to this country, and being desirous of de- 
voting all his energies and life to benefit the race which, for over two hun- 
dred years, men of his own family had held in bondage, he took charge 
of Clark Chapel and colored school, at Nashville, Tennessee. Before 
he had been there one year. President Johnson — the white man having 
died at his post — requested him to return to Africa as United States 
Consul and Minister Resident to the Republic of Liberia. ' This ofl&ce 
he filled with great acceptance to his Government and that of the Re- 
public of Liberia, which most gladly received him as the tried and true 
friend of the black man, until 1870, when he returned for the last time 
to this country, to spend his declining days in the society of his family, 
whom he loved so fondly, and who now mourn their loss. 

Dr. Seys, at the time of his death', February 9, 1872, was a member 
of the Cincinnati Conference, having been transferred to the same in 
accordance with the request of the Conference, expressed at its last 
session by a rising vote. 

As intimated already, Dr. Seys died at home. This was a remarkable 
and wonderfully kind providence, in view of the perils to which he had 
been exposed by sea and by land — he had crossed the ocean twenty 
times — for half a century. But God, who “withholdeth no good thing 
from them that walk uprightly,” permitted him, after so many trans- 
atlantic trips, and after having lived so long in places where “destruc- 
tion walketh in darkness and pestilence wasteth at noonday,” to return 
home, that he might fall asleep in Jesus in the midst of family and 
friends, and find a resting-place for his ashes in a Christian grave- 
yard. This was not only a gracious favor to the sojourner himself, but 
a great blessing to the social and religious circles among whom he spent 
his superannuation and last hours. He gave to us the golden sunset of 
his heroic career. It was the largess of a goad example, a holy experi- 
ence, and a triumphant death. 

As distinctive trails, the following will be recognized by all who knew 
our lamented brother, as a true, though faint, picture of him. He was 
a man of exquisite neatness and grade of person and manner. To him 
politeness was natural, and courtesy a spontaneity. He was gifted with 
handsome talents and a ready and agreeable utterance, while his soul 
was charged with impassioned feeling and sympathy. To this was added 
education, culture, and general intelligence. These qualities and endow- 
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ments of mind and heart made him a very successful minister of Christ. 
In social intercourse he impressed all as a gentleman of modest preten- 
sions, refined tastes and feelings, amiable disposition, and a magnanimous 
nature. Envy seemed to have no place in his heart, and his lips were 
not allowed to breathe the mildew of detraction. His communications 
to, and on behalf of, his brother ministers were full of kindness and 
encouragement. As a man in trust, he was true and heroic. Like 
Livingstone, he seemed to delight in deeds of noble daring and bold 
adventure. Like Paul, he continually said, by life and action, “Neither 
count I my life dear unto myself.” When he was sent as missionary 
to Liberia, it was generally understood that Africa could only be re- 
deemed by an immense sacrifice of life. The dying words of Melville 
B. Cox, his predecessor and the proto-martyr, were prophetic : “ Let a 
thousand fall before Africa be given up.” When, therefore, Dr. Seys 
sailed for that malarious coast, it seemed that he deliberately sailed into 
the jaws of death. He had reason to believe he would be required to 
preach to Africa more by the tender eloquence of his grave, and the 
buried ashes of his wife and children, than by his life and lips. 

As a Christian, Dr. Seys was deeply spiritual. He loved the subject 
and enjoyed the experience of personal holiness. Having a loving 
nature, full of tender sensibilities, his enjoyments were highly emotional, 
and yet deep, uniform, and constant. For several months before his 
death, Dr. Seys was a great sufferer, but he was enabled, by grace 
divine, to bear his sufferings r^atiently, and to rejoice in the midst of 
the keenest, “with joy unspeaxable and full of glory.” It was my 
privilege to be with him often during these months of suffering, and 
listen to his words of cheer and holy triumph. About an hour before 
the angels came for his spirit, full of glorious expectancy, I said to 
him, “What is now the outlook?” He replied, with all the emphasis 
he could command, “Bright, glorious!” The last intelligent expression 
of his life was, “Though I walk through the valley of the shadow of 
death, I will fear no evil, for thou art with me ; thy rod and thy staff 
they comfort me.” The venerable Bishop Morris said at the funeral 
service, “ I never saw a more perfect triumph over the terrors of death 
than was exhibited by Dr. Seys a few days since.” Dr. A. Lowrey said 
on the same occasion, “ His death-scene was a victorious transition into 
heaven.” “ Thanks be to God, which giveth us the victory through our 
Lord Jesus Christ!” S. A. Brewster. 



. REV. EEVI P. MIEEER. 

Bev. Levi Pilkiton Miller was born in Union County, Pennsyl- 
vania, January 8, 1809. His parents were worthy members of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and he was brought up in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord. 

In his sixteenth year he joined the Church on probation, and diligently 
sought justification by faitn in Jesus Christ and the promised renewing 
of the Holy Ghost. The ensuing August he walked thirty-six miles 
to attend a camp-meeting, hoping that in the tented grove he would be 
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aided in finding him of whom the prophet spake as “ the Healer.” With 
blistered feet and burdened heart he entered the shade of the con- 
secrated grove, with the momentous inquiry upon his lips, “ What must 
I do to be saved ?” But he returned to his home still burdened with 
his guilt and grief, a prisoner of hope, and could never fix the date 
or circumstance of his transition into the kingdom of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

He was wont to say that his deliverance was like that of a man as- 
cending a steep and rugged road burdened with a bag of sand, which, 
grain by grain, departed, till all was gone ; and complete relief became a 
joyous consciousness, on that Alpine route where 

“ Ether pure surrounds us, 

And Elysian prospects rise.” 

After this happy assurance of faith, and the accompanying attestation 
of the Holy Spirit to his filial relationship to God, he thirsted for Scrip- 
tural knowledge, that he might be prepared to proclaim the unsearchable 
riches of Christ to others, when God should open the way into that min- 
istry to which he even then felt that God had separated him. He asked 
his father to give him the privilege of gleaning the wheat-fields, so that 
he might procure religious books ; and after his daily work was over, he 
raked those fields by moonlight, to gather the means to procure religious 
books to qualify bim for his life-mission.. With these earnings he pro- 
cured “ Clarke’s Commentary,” that mine of Gospel truth, with which he 
enriched and prepared himself for usefulness. 

In 1828, his parents settled in Ashland County, Ohio and encountered 
the trials of pioneer life; and, after a season of toil, young Miller re- 
turned to Pennsylvania, and entered, as a student, the academy in Mil- 
ton, the county-seat of the place of his nativity. The principal. Dr. 
Kirkpatrick, was a scholarly man, and with him our theologue studied 
Latin and Greek, and the higher branches of a liberal education. 

While he was at Milton, he was appointed a “ class-leader,” and re- 
ceived license as an “ exhorter,” and his profiting appeared unto all. His 
labors were signally blessed of the Lord, and the Church saw that he had 
those great marks of every one called of God to this honor ; namely, 
“ gifts, grace, and usefulness.” 

In consequence of failing health, he returned to his father’s house, to 
die, as he stated to his friends in Milton at his departure ; but the sick- 
ness was not unto death. The journey, home influence, agricultural pur- 
suits, restored his health, and he made an unconditional surrender of him- 
self to the work to which God had called him. He was licensed as a 
local preacher, and at the same time recommended to the Ohio Confer- 
ence as a proper person to be received on trial into that body, by the 
action of the Quarterly Conference in Ashland, Ohio. 

In September, 1830, he was admitted into the Conference aforesaid, 
and was appointed to Athens Circuit, under the care of that apostolic 
and saintly man. Rev. John Ferree, who left the impress of his virtues 
on the sensitive and impressible nature of this eminently conscientious 
young preacher. The following year he was appointed to Norwich Cir- 
cuit; the ensuing four years were spent in West Virginia. He was then 
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successively appointed to Georgetown, Madisonville, Sidney, Chester, New 
Haven, South Charleston, Wilmington, Franklin, White Oak, Madison- 
ville, Amelia, Williamsburg, Lockland, West White Oak, Amelia, Milford, 
New Carlisle, Raysville, Batavia, Madisonville, Miami, Jamestown, Moscow. 

In 1864-5, he entered the army as chaplain of the One Hur^dredth 
Regiment, 0. V. I., and accompanied the regiment to Nashville. Sub- 
sequently he served on the North-western Railroad, and afterward 
served his regiment in Columbia, Tenn. After fourteen months of 
service, he was honorably discharged, at Benton Barracks, St, Louis, and 
returned to his family on New-Year’s day, 1865. He proved one of the 
best of chaplains. 

In 1871-2, he served five months in the Buckeye Mission, in Dayton, 
with great acceptance and efficiency. He boarded with Rev. A. Bowers 
the greater part of the time spent in Dayton, and of his daily devotion 
and holiness of life brother Bowers bears fullest testimony. Last Spring 
brother Miller undertook to cultivate the small farm of some twenty acres 
which his wife inherited. With the noble purpose “ to provide for his 
own house,” he toiled along through the Summer. But he had given his 
strength to the cultivation of Immanuel’s heritage, and daily manual 
labor proved almost as fruitless as it was oppressive. To brother D. C. 
Vance he often said, ‘‘I have to work so hard for a living that I am un- 
fitted for preaching;” “I must keep along with my crop, as I am too 
poor to hire any help.” While wearily toiling in his corn-field, some 
two weeks before his death, he trod on a sharp bone, which pierced his 
foot and proved to be the instrument of his death. Inflammation termi- 
nated in lock-jaw within a fortnight, and amid the convulsions of this 
disease he was wonderfully sustained ; and, 

“ Serene amid alarms,” 

he gave the clearest evidence of that faith in God which conquers all. 
Near the closing scene, he said to brother Vance : “I have attended my 
last Conference. Please express my respect and love for the dear 
brethren of the Cincinnati Conference, with whom I have labored so 
many years;” “ Give my love to brother Moody ;” “As to the future, all 
is bright.” Alluding to the fact that some of his children were uncon- 
verted, he said, “ If my children were all converted, I could ask no more; 
but, though my house is not so with God, yet he hath made with me an 
everlasting covenant, ordered in all things, and sure ; and this is all my 
hope and all my desire, though he maketh not my house to grow.” Near 
midnight of Sabbath, July 28th, the last agony broke the silver chord, 
and his blood-washed spirit passed to that world where every month is 
Summer; and we know that he is 

“ Blest, unutterably blest, 

Where the wicked cease from troubling, 

And the weary are at rest.” 

Brother Miller was a symmetrically developed Christian. The great 
law of progression into Christian completeness was gloriously illustrated 
in his case, and compelled the universal commendation, “Behold an 
Israelite indeed, in whom there is no guile.” The characteristic humility. 
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modesty, and conscientiousness kept his profession quite within the cir- 
cle of his attainments, while the children of God 

“ Could clearly trace 
Their Father’s likeness in his face.” 

He was an amiable, faithful, prudent, magnanimous colleague, and a 
patient toiler in the Master’s vineyard. He joined the serpent with the 
dove, and cast the sting away. His ministry was successful, and thou- 
sands will rise up and call him blessed. 

In his superannuated relation, and in his commerce with the world, his 
garments were neither spotted nor sullied, and the weeping funeral throng 
of those in whose midst he had made his home for a third of a century, 
declared the high appreciation in which he was held by those who knew 
him best. 

He finished his course with joy, and, having “overcome by the word 
of his testimony and the blood of the Lamb,” he is now 

“ A pillar in God’s temple fixed. 

And to go out no more.”

RET. ISAAC NEFF. 

Rev. Isaac Neff was born in Pennsylvania, September 9, 1824. He 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church at Palmer Chapel, what was 
then known as Troy Circuit, on the night of the third Sabbath of Jan- 
uary, 1842, under the labors of Rev. A. Musgrove. He was appointed 
class-leader, October 21, 1845; was 1 censed to exhort, June 20, 1846, 
W. H. Raper, Presiding Elder; and was licensed to preach, September 9, 
1848, G. W. Walker, Presiding Elder. At the session of the Ohio Con- 
ference, which was held at Dayton, September, 1849, Brother Neff* was 
received on trial, and appointed to Ironton. as junior preacher. His 
next appointments were to Lewisburg and Eaton, in each of which he 
served one year. In September, 1853, he was appointed to Goshen, 
where he remained two years, during the latter of which he was married. 
He was married to Miss Jennie Bruner, who shared with him the joys 
and sorrows of an itinerant’s life until God called her home. In the Fall 
of 1855, he was appointed to New Richmond; 1856, to Germantown 
and Springboro; 1857, to Winchester, where he remained two years. 
His next appointment was to Venice; here he remained two years, and 
where he was married to his second wife. Miss Parmelia E. Smith, Au- 
gust 23, 1863. His next appointment was to Harrison, where he labored 
one year. Tlie two following years he labored on North Bend Circuit ; 
Sharonville, one year; Lynchburg, the two succeeding; Sinking Springs 
the last two years of his life. He entered upon the last-named work- 
with more than usual interest, laboring earnestly for souls. This labor 
was not in vain — more than two hundred were converted. During the 
Winter, little Charley, an only son, who had been an invalid for two

years, becoming worse, brother Neff always returned home from his ap- 
pointments, riding six or eight miles after night service, to administer to 
his wants. This caused nervous prostration that disqualijfied him for 
labor during the Spring and part of the Summer. While our Confer- 
ence was in session at Piqua, little Charley bade farewell to earthly 
friends, to join those in heaven. On my return from Conference, I found 
him sinking beneath the weight of affliction. Recovering again from the 
shock, he entered upon another year’s labor, which also was a year of 
success. He also became an earnest seeker of the blessing of holiness ; 
and, to the joy of his heart, on the night of February 14th, while all 
alone, returning home from his appointment, the great blessing came, 
and he was enabled to rejoice in a full salvation. After this, he spoke 
freely upon this subject, exhorting the members to take higher grounds, 
until March 12th, when, in the midst of a sermon, his physical strength 
gave way, and he was compelled to quit the field. From that time until 
his death he was able to preach but few times. 

Brother Neff was an earnest Christian, always at the post of duty 
when health would permit. Although a timid man, he never shunned 
to declare the whole counsel of God. In his earnestness for souls he was 
often heard to say, “ I never want to be a superannuated man ; when I 
cease to be able to preach, I want to cease to breathe, and go home to 
rest.” Inspired with this feeling, he often preached when truly unable. 
Prior to the last session of our Conference, his friends urged him not to 
take work, but to rest for a year at least. But his reply would always 
be, “I think I shall be able to attend Conference and take work.” Alas! 
when Conference came, he was unable to attend. He had visited his last 
Conference on earth. On my return, he inquired of me about his work. 
On being informed that he was left without an appointment, turning 
over in his bed, he said, “ What shall I do ?” In a moment more, he 
said, “ The Lord doeth all things well.” 

■ Disease had already fastened itself upon his vitals, and although suffer- 
ing extreme pain, he would say, “ All is well ; all is well.” In a few 
weeks after this, he was removed to Lebanon, where he received all the 
medical aid that could be given him, but in vain. His disease, softening 
of the brain, had already passed the skill of the physicians, and it was 
evident he must die. But this did not quench the pure love of God that 
flowed so freely in his heart, even when he was so near the river that he 
was unable to converse aloud. Brother Murray, Pastor at Lebanon, asked, 
“ Does the religion you have preached to others sustain you now He 
whispered in his ear, “ Yes.” Reason now began to totter, and he was 
unable to converse more. His holy life and his last testimony are to 
his friends sufficient ground for assurance of his entrance into rest. 

As the Sabbath was the day selected to join the Church, so also was 
the Sabbath the day when his spirit took its flight to join the Church 
triumphant, “ where the wicked cease from troubling, and the weary are 
at rest.” He died, October 29, 1871. He leaves a wife and three daugh- 
ters, with numerous relations and friends, to mourn.

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RET. JOHN SHINN. 

Rev. John Shinn was born in Warren County, Ohio, March 2, 1824, 
and died at West Mansfield, Logan County, Ohio, September 26, 1871. 
His father, Wm. Shinn, removed, with his family, from Warren to Shelby 
County, Ohio, in 1834. Here for many years he was well known as a 
class-leader of excellent character and great usefulness. His children 
were brought up in the nurture and admonition of the Lord. At the 
age of fifteen, the subject of this memoir united with the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church as a seeker of religion, at a protracted meeting held near 
his father’s house. Continuing earnestly to seek religion in the diligent 
use of the means of grace, it was not long until he received the assur- 
ance of the Divine favor, and had peace with God through our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

A year afterward, he removed to Cincinnati. During his residence in 
that city he was an earnest and zealous Christian, and a useful member 
of the Church. He was called into the work of the ministry in the 
year 1853, and traveled under the authority of the presiding elder. Rev. 
John F. Wright, from Christmas until ' the session of the Cincinnati 
Conference in 1854, when he was received into the traveling connection. 
At that Conference he was appointed to Venice Circuit ; in 1855, to 
West Union Circuit; in 1856, to Moscow. On the ninth of October, 
this year, he was married to Miss Mary C. Tuttle, of Cincinnati, who 
shared with him the duties and trials, as well as the joys, of itinerant and 
ministerial life, until he was called to his reward on high. In 1857, 
brother Shinn was sent to Sinking Springs Circuit, serving there two 
years; in 1859, Clarksville, two years; in 1861, Highland, two years; in 
1863, Sinking Springs again. 

Before the close of this Conference year, he went into the service of 
the Christian Commission. While in this work, in Georgia, he met, in 
the Eighty-Ninth Regiment, Ohio Volunteer Infantry, a number of young 
men from his former fields of labor. Through the infiuence of these 
young men, he was elected chaplain of that regiment. He remained 
with the regiment until the close of the war. After the war was over, 
he was appointed County Bible Agent, in which office he served one 
year. In 1866, resuming his pastoral work, he was appointed to New 
Lexington Circuit, where he served two years. In 1868 he was ap- 
pointed to Centenary Circuit. Here, on the thirteenth of June, 1869, he 
received his first stroke of paralysis. 

At the ensuing session of the Conference his presiding elder endeavored 
to persuade him to rest a year ; but loving his work and dreading super- 
annuation, he was unwilling to do so. He was now sent to North Lewis- 
burg Circuit. Here he struggled hard to do the work of a Methodist 
preacher, while his colleague, his family, and the people saw plainly that 
it was too much for him to do. His colleague. Rev. H. M. Currey, begged 
brother Shinn to let him do all the work of protracted meetings himself; 
and not getting his consent thus to rest, he would not let him know 
where and when the meetings were held. But brother Shinn would get 
on his horse, and ride about the circuit, hunting the protracted meetings, 
determined to spend his last bit of strength in the work of saving souls. 
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On New-Year’s day, 1871, he received the second stroke of paralysis, 
which put an end to his ministerial labors. Yet as long as he could, by 
the greatest exertion and the assistance of others, make his way from his 
house to the Church, he was always found in his place as a worshiper. 
His organs of speech were paralyzed to such a degree that very little 
could be understood of all he would attempt to say. He was compara- 
tively free from physical suffering until the last three weeks of his life, 
when he was confined to the house almost entirely. 

On Thursday before he died, he was heard to articulate, with unusual 
distinctness, the words, “A brighter world than this;” and after a pause these 
words, “ J esus, J esus. Savior !” Later in the day, he exclaimed, “ Higher, 
higher !” On Friday morning, as his wife approached him, she heard 
him say, “Father ! mother ! angels !” A few moments afterward, he said 
distinctly, “Jerusalem.” Several times he said: “Halleluiah! Glory in 
the highest! Jesus is worthy!” On Monday he exclaimed, “Mother! 
mother !” and these were his last intelligible utterances. He died at 
half-past six o’clock on Tuesday morning. 

A marked characteristic of Rev. John Shinn might he described by a 
single term — manliness. And yet this term describes but feebly that 
noble, generous, and magnanimous spirit which gave form and shape to 
all his words and actions. One who knew him, long and intimately, 
said, “A nobler man than John Shinn never lived.” This was said by 
one of his colleagues. And it is fitting that we should say that, in the 
relation of a colleague, some of the excellencies of his character shone 
conspicuously. Willing and prompt to do his full share of the work, 
even the hardest part of it, he was at the same time generous and unex- 
acting toward his co-laborers. Magnanimity, Christian courtesy, and 
true gentlemanliness marked all his intercourse with his fellow-laborers 
in the vineyard of the Lord. 

Brother Shinn was a very kind and affectionate husband and father. 
Love, tenderness, and joy dwelt in his household. His home seemed 
like a paradise’ dropped down from heaven. One of his severest trials, 
near the close of life, seemed to be to part with the loved ones who were 
to be left behind. 

For two years or more before his death. Brother Shinn was a constant 
and earnest seeker of the blessing of perfect love, and during that time, 
when able to preach at all, his preaching was almost wholly on that sub- 
ject. He loved the work of preaching the Gospel, and even when com- 
pletely broken down in health, he thought he ought to live and labor yet 
twenty years in the Lord’s vineyard. The zeal of the Lord’s house con- 
sumed him; but he rests from his labors and his works follow him. 



MRS. CATHERINE EAWDER. 



This gentle and sweet-spirited woman, who, for forty years, bore cheer- 
fully the privations of the itinerancy, entered into rest on Wednesday, 
July 17, 1872. She was born near Mt. Holly, New Jersey, May 7, 1810, 
so that the days of her pilgrimage were three-score and two years. Part 
of her life was passed in the city of Philadelphia, where hor parents 
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resided several years ; but they finally moved to Ohio, and settled at the 
Rapid Forge, in Ross County. Here, before she was twelve years old, 
she was converted, and united wiih the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
under the ministry of the Rev. Henry Fernandez. For fifty years did 
this saintly woman serve God on earth, and in all that time her life was 
pure and blameless. She was married to Rev. William H. Lawder, Feb- 
ruary 9, 1832. None save those who have experienced them can ever 
know the hardships of the early ministers of our Church in the West, or 
how large a proportion of the burdens of the position fell to the lot of 
the wife and mother. That Mrs. LAwder faithfully performed her duties 
to her family and to the Church, is well known in all the fields of labor 
to which her husband was appointed. The care of five sons and two 
daughters devolved largely on her, in the necessary absence of her hus- 
band from home; and, as a true woman and mother, her first and chief 
work was in the sacred sphere of the domestic circle. Although the 
multiplicity of h«r home cares prevented her from taking any very active 
part in Church work, she was, nevertheless, a most ardent lover of the 
means of grace, and no one prayed with more fervor or faith for the peace 
and prosperity of Zion. Mrs. Lawder was a peculiarly sensitive and 
modest woman, and her piety was of the type that is seen more than it is 
heard. If she talked less than some do. no one ever more cheerfully 
worked and suiFered in the Master’s cause. She was a charitable Chris- 
tian, always putting the best construction on the acts of others, though 
she would often write bitter things against herself. She was, in the lan- 
guage of her stricken husband, “a devoted and faithful wife, a tender 
and indulgent mother, and a sincere and abiding friend.” During her 
last sickness, she was, for the most part, in* a peaceful, happy frame of 
mind; but, about a week before her death, as often occurs with the purest 
Christians, she was sorely tried by doubts and fears. These fiery trials, 
however, could not shake her faith in Christ,- and the clouds soon passed 
away. To her husband she said: “I rest sweetly in Jesus. He will 
save me. ’ He saves me now ! Blessed be his name !” Soon after, as if 
she had foretaste of the coming glory, her countenance glowed with a 
serene, sweet joy, and she exclaimed: 

“O, Jesus, ‘what delicious fare — 

How sweet thine entertainments are! 

Never did angels taste above 
Redeeming grace and dying love.” 

At the funeral, on Thursday evening, July 18th, which was attended 
by a very large concourse of citizens, every one seemed to be a mourner. 
She had evidently a very strong hold upon the affections of all classes, 
both in and outside of the Church. 

“Thus star by star declines, 

Till all are passed away, 

As morning high and higher shines 
To pure and perfect day; 

Nor sink those stars in empty night — 

They hide themselves in heaven’s own light.”

MRS. LUCY PUMPHREY. 

Mrs. Lucy Pumphrey, whose maiden name was Joseph, was the only 
daughter, by her first husband, of Mrs. G. W. Large, now of Yellow . 
Springs, Ohio, and was born in West Liberty, Ohio, March 15, 1845, 
and after a brief illness, departed this life in Harrison, Ohio, November ^ 
20, 1871, aged 26 years, 8 months, and 5 days. 

She was converted to God and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church 
at Yellow Springs, under the labors of Rev. M. P. Gaddis, Sr., in the 
Winter of 1865, and was joined in iharriage to Rev. John S. Pumphrey, 
of the Cincinnati Annual Conference, October 11, 1866, and, with her 
husband, was successively assigned to Fairfield and Bethany Circuits, 
and to Harrison Station. In these she rendered herself very useful as 
organist and chief chorister in the Sabbath-school and in the public 
worship of God. Nor were these the only spheres in which her influ- 
ence was felt for good; but at the bed of sickness, inHhe social circle, 
and in all the social means of grace, she exerted a mild and cheerful in- 
fluence, by comforting the sick, lighting up the social circle with her 
pleasant smiles and her sweet voice of song, and bravely, yet meekly, 
laboring by the side of her husband in all special efforts to promote the 
work of salvation and urge on the triumphs of the Redeemer’s kingdom. 
Such a woman gave promise of extensive usefulness to the Church, being 
in full sympathy with all its enterprises. This fact was clearly recog- 
nized by all the charges in which she lived and labored. Gladly would 
the people have retained her longer ; for deeper and stronger became their 
attachment to her, as they became acquainted with the qualities of her 
mind and the genial nature *of her heart. As an illustration of this, the 
official board of the last charge in which she lived, unanimously adopted 
and presented, on the day of her funeral, a preamble and resolutions not 
only of sympathy for the bereaved husband, but of their high apprecia- 
tion of her piety and usefulness while among them. 

Sister Pumphrey was not surprised by the approach of death. She 
believed, from the first attack of her last illness, that she would die, and 
so assured her mother, her husband, and attending friends. Though she 
suffered much, she was patient and triumphant; for her soul was trust- 
fully resting upon its God. She seemed even anxious for the end to 
come, and told her friends on the day before she died, “ If I die, all is 
well. My peace is made with God.” To her physician she said, “ I am 
going to die ; but I wish it distinctly understood that I am prepared.” 
Frequently, she said to her friends, “I shall go straight to heaven.” 
Though severe had been her affliction and sufferings for several days, yet 
the last few hours found her on a more calm and quiet sea. The storm 
had spent its force ; she had braved the fury of the deep ; the wail of the 
tempest was dying in the distance, and she was permitted to gently glide 
into the harbor, fanned by celestial breezes, illumed by the Sun of 
Righteousness ; and doubtless, amid the shouts of welcome by friends 
upon the golden shore, she was escorted to one of the many mansions in 
our Father’s house above. 

Thus lived faithfully, and passed from earth triumphantly, a loving 
wife and a devoted child of God. Though removed from the arena of 








battle, she has not lost her interest in the contest ; but, inspired by the 
raptures of personal victory and the cloudless visions of the Divine glory, 
she lives to mingle her voice with the shouts of the increasing millions 
before the throne at each successive conquest of our God. We may miss 
her here, but we ’ll find her there, while her active, though brief life, 
shall illustrate the Divine truth, “ The righteous shall be in everlasting 
remembrance.” W. Fitzgerald.

RULES OF ORDER. 

1. After the usual opening religious exercises, the Secretary shall 
read the Minutes of the previous session. 

2. No motion shall be entertained by the Conference till such motion 
shall have been seconded. 

3. All motions shall be reduced to writing, if desired by any member 
of the Conference. 

4. Every member desiring to speak on any subject before the Confer- 
ence, shall rise and address the President. 

5. The member who first rises and addresses the President shall be 
entitled to the floor. 

6. No member shall speak more than once on the same subject till all 
who may desire to speak shall have spoken ; norjmore than fifteen min- 
utes at a time, without leave of the Conference. 

7. -All questions of order shall be decided by the President, subject to 
an appeal to the Conference, without debate. 

8. When any question is under debate, no motion shall be received but 
to adjourn, to lay on the table, to postpone, to commit, or to amend ; but 
a motion to adjourn shall always be in order; and this, as well as a 
motion to lay on the table, shall be decided without debate. 

9. If the question before the Conference be capable of division, upon 
the call of any member, such question shall be divided. 

10. The business of the Conference shall be conducted with open 
doors, unless otherwise ordered by the Conference. 
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11. Any question may be reconsidered on the motion of any member 
who may have voted with the majority. 

12. If any member call for the previous question, and such call shall 
be sanctioned by a two-thirds vote of the Conference, the main question 
shall then be put. 

13. Each Committee of the Conference shall choose its own chairman, 
unless the chairman be designated by the Conference or the President in 
the appointment of the committee. 

14. The members of the Conference shall assemble in the Conference - 
room punctually at the hour to which the Conference adjourned, and no 
member shall absent himself from the place of Conference session with- 
out leave of absence. 

15. In all practicable cases, when charges are preferred against a mem- 
ber of Conference, notice shall be given to the President on the first day 
of the session, that, if it be judged proper, his name may be called, and 
the case referred to a committee. 

16. No member of Conference shall be subject to arrest of character 
without having been timely furnished, wherever practicable, with a writ- 
ten copy of the charges and specifications against him. 

17. The vote on any question shall be taken by ayes and noes, upon 
the call of fifteen members.
